in the State of Georgia? 

Abswer—There is a general understand - 
ing or custom along the line of road, that 
any person can place on the road wood or 
ties, subject to be inspected, measured, 


them. 

When supplied, usually give notice that 
no more wood or cross-ties will be received 
for some time to come. 

H. O. Hoyt is Inspector for the road for 
wood and cross-ties. 

The Supervisor's Clerk accompanies 

Hoyt when he goes over the road monthly 
to receive wood and cruss-tics, as a check 
or representative of the Supervisor. 
The road pays Hoyt two cents per cord 
for wood and one and a half cents for each 
cross-tie, as a compensation for his ser- 
vices. Hoyt's position is merely a clerk 
for the Supervisor, and is paid in this man- 


ing him, being asaving of 75 per cent. 
upon the expenditures for like services by 
former Supervisors, as two assistants have 
been the custom heretofore, at asalary of 
two thousand dollars each. Now there 
is one Supervisor. Under Hulbert’s ad- 
ministration he had no assistant, but when 
appointed Master of Transportation, Mr. 
Pettis was employed as Assistant Super- 
visor and Hoyt as Inspector, in order to 
keep the wood and cross-ties separate from 


the other Uuties of Assistant Supervisor. 


The Supervisor's department costs now 
three thousand dollars less than the ad- 
ministration prior to Hulbert's, as it was 
then eight thousand dollars and now only 
five thousand. 

The Assistant Supervisor now receives 
$2,400, Clerk $1,200, and approximate pay 
of wood agent (Hoyt) $1,400. 

He gets no pay now as Supervisor only, 
his pay as Master of Transportation. 
Other material, such as timber for stock- 
gaps, ete., is usually furnished by the Su- 
pervisor himself by ordering from some 
saw mill, to be delivered at the nearest 
point. 

Interrogatory 13— What prices are paid 
for cross-ties and wood ? 

Answer—For cross-ties, 40 cents apiece. 
Under Wallace’s administration, 530 cents 
apiece was paid for cross-ties. The road 
now pays $2 per cord for wood on the line 
of the road; $2 Bc. at wood stations, and 
$2 50c. cut and rackei for the engine. 
Wallace paid $2 50c. for wood on the line 
ofroad. It has never come to his know 
edge that any one has presented receipts 
for more wood than has been furnished. 
When Hulbert came in, the custom was to 
pay fifty to sixty dollars per month for 
pumping water, and 50 cents for sawing 
wood. The road now pays 25 cents for 
pumping water,and 25 cents for sawing 
wood.

None of these drafts, though drawn 
months before, and the Governor often 
conversing with the Treasurer on moneta- 
ry affairs of the State, were ever reported 
by him to the Treasurer. The drawing of 
this whole amount was an open and i- 
tive violation of paragraph 1, section 6, ar- 
ticle 3, Constitution of Georgia, which says: 
No money shall be drawn from the Treasury 
except by appropriation made by law.” 

It has not been the custom of any Gov- 
ernor of Georgia, nor of the Governors of 
any other State, to draw on deposits or the 
bank acting as financial agent of this State 
ia New York, yet Governor Bullock has as- 
sumed to draw large amounts and appro- 
priate the same without even ing 
them, all in palpable and willful violation 
of both law and precedent. 

The majority of the Finanee Committee 
reported on these drafts February 15, 1869, 
that “he (Governor Bullock) acted without 
authority of law.” They further stated 
that the evidence shows conclusively that 
it was well known, while the Legislature 
was in session last summer, that under the 
contract with the City Council of Atlanta, 
the City Council did.not intend and did not 
think it was required, for the city to go to 
the expense of heating and lighting or fur- 
nishing the Capitol building with any other 
apparatus than what was then on hand and 
in the possesion of the State. For this rea- 
son Mr. Tweedy, the Chairman of House 
Building Committee, introduced a resolu- 
tion, at the heel of last seasion, to authorize 
the Governor to purchase a heating and 
lighting apparatus for the new Capitol, Mr. 
Price moved to amend hy saying that the 
Governor be authorized to pay only for 
gas and fucl. The original resolution was 
voted down. 

The minority report of the same com- 
mittee is so full and clear on this subject 
that I introduce it entire, as follows: 
Minority report of the Finance Com- 

mittee on the Report of N. IL. Angier, 

Treasurer, on the condition of the 

Treasury. Submitted February 18th, 

1869. : 

Ma. Speaker: The undersigned, mem- 
bers of the Finance Committee, would re- 
spectfully submit the following report, up- 
on the matter disclosed to the House by 
report of the State Treasurer, on 24th ul- 
timo, in response to aresolution adopted by 
this House : 

A careful analysis of the mass of testi- 
mony which has been before us, developes 
the following state of facts : 

1. That His Excellency Governor Bul- 
lock checked upon the Fourth National 
Bank of the City of New York for amounts 
as follows:

no notification ef the fact that said amounts 
had been so drawn and appropriated,though 
ample time and frequent opportunities for 
such notification had transpired ; the first 
intimation of the transaction which reached 
the Treasurer was in the statement of the 
bank account of the State, which reached 
him on the th of January, 1869. In this 
connection we would call attention to the 
fact that the Governor did not then, 
and has not since, officially and directly, 
communicated to the Legislature the 
facts connected with this transaction. 

Nor has he attempted to explain 
directly to the General Assembly the 
manner in which and the purpose for which 
such unauthorized expenditure was made. 

2. That his Excellency explains to the 
Finance Committee, and through said Com- 
mittee to the Legis , that said sum of 
$35,000 was expended as follows:

The same is true of an advance of 525, 
000 to the city of Savannah by Ex-Gover- 
nor Johnson, when that city was invaded 
by pestilence and its people were suffering 
for food and medical aid. 

The fact that Ex-Governor Johnson ex- 
pended less than $3,000 in excess of an ap- 
propriation which had been made fora spe- 
cific purpose and communicated the fact to 
the Legislature upon its assembling, accom- 
panied by tne proper vouchers, and asking 
an oe ion to cover the excess 60 ex- 
pended, cannot be insisted upon as a prece- 

No emergency existed which demanded 
of Governor Bullock this extraordinary de- 
parture from law, and the usual custom of 
the Executive of State. 

7. We are wholly unable to state what 
articles purchased were necessary, and what 
was the cost of such necessary articles. We 
cannot now state what either the State or 
City ought to rent or hire. from the propri- 
etors of the Opera Building, and what the 
State or City ought to purchase from said 
proprietors—what either State or City 
ought in good faith to pay for. And in the 
present State of the case it is utterly im- 
possible to arrive at any reliable conclusion 
in regard to these matters. 

Under this state of facts, we remark that 
Treasurer Angier did nothing more than 
his duty, when the aforesaid irregularities 
were brought to his knowledge, in investi- 
gating fally the manner in which the mon- 
ey had been drawn and in aseertaining if 
possible what disposition had been made of 
it; and ascertaining precisely to what ex- 
tent the unauthorized proceeding had gone 
with a view to his own protection as a 
bonded officer, and the protection of his se- 
curities and the preservation of the funds of 
the State. His course was commendable, 
and for it he is entitled to our thanks. 

2. That the Treasurer, when called upon 
by the House for information teuching this 
unauthorized course of his Excellency, did 
but his duty, in communicating to the 
Honse immediately, and without consulta- 
tion with his Excellency, such facts as were 
in his posession, and in his Report to the 
House, there is displayed no ill-feeling or 
captious opposition to his Excellency. The 
Report is simple, succinct, intelligible, and 
responsive to the resolution. 

3. That any misunderstanding between 
his Excellency and the Treasurer, nor the 
absence of the Treasurer from the city, nor 
any other reason which has been assigned 
by his Excellency or his apologist satisfac- 
torily explains the failure to notify the 
General Assembly, at the earliest practica- 
ble moment, that he had drawn money upon 
the account of the State, and appropriated 
it without authority of law, and to explain 
upon what emergency said unauthorized 
expenditure was made, submitting at the 
same time vouchers in detail, in full expla- 
nation of such expenditure. Such prompt 
and full explanation was due to the Legis- 
lature and the people of the State. 

4, Until the Legislature shall have been 
officially and directly advised of the 
amounts expended, and for what said 
amounts were expended, and what necessi- 
ty for such expenditure existed, accompa- 
nied by original bills and other vouchers, 
we cannot say what portion of such expen- 
piture ought to be paid, or whether the City 
or State ought to pay it. 

When it is made evident that the State 
ought in goodjfaith to pay any portion of 
such amount as his Excellency has seen fit 
to check out of the National Bank and pay 
over to the Messrs. Kimball, and an appro- 
priation is asked to cover said amount, it 
will be ample time to consider the propriety 
of making such appropriation. 

5. In our opinion, the facts herein set 
forth develop the necessity for further leg- 
islation, for the security of the Treasury. 

We therefore reccommend— 

1. That no appropriation be now made to 
cover the $50,000 expended as aforesaid, or 
any part thereof.

Still the Gov- 
ernor of Georgia, as if not to be outdone in 
this infamous work, extends his hand of 
congratulation, and the smile of approval 
and praise to these calumniators, and noth- 
ing could more fully give the denial to 
these slanders and more forcibly show the 

atience and forbearance of the people of 
— than that this traducer goes un- 
injured. With such a record, he cannot 
expect the respect of the good and patri- 
otic. A Governor with the spirit of a true 
man would take pride in defending his 
people against Wrongs and calumnies, but 
we have the misfortine of having one who 
countenances and congratulates those who 
are vilest in their slanders. Turbulence to 
some extent did prevail, caused by the re- 
ceding tides of war, but for the present and 
last six months, no State in the Union is, 
or has been, more peaceable and law-abid- 
ing. and no people more industrious and 
energetic in their efforts to retrieve their 
lost fortunes. 

While theGovernor neither gives in nor

The 
tax-payers would like for the committee to 
investigate this point.
